‘SILVER RIVER’ 
QPULENT DRAMA 
SET IN NEVADA 


Errol Flynn as a dashing 
gambler is back! And Ann Sher- 
idan, as a_beautifully-gowned, 
lovely Southern belle, plays op- 
posite! 

They are together in Warner 
Bros.’ exciting romance of 
American pioneefs in “Silver 
River”, which premiered yester- 
day at the Strand Theatre. They

‘SILVER RIVER’ 
STARS MAINTAIN 
STEADY CAREERS 


It was once claimed that no 
top flight career in films could 
last more than five years, but 
this has been disproved by many, 
including the co-stars of Warner 
Bros.’ epic, “Silver River,” Er- 
rol Flynn and Ann Sheridan, 
coming soon to the Strand The- 
atre. 

Each of these has more than 
five years of stardom to his and 
her credit—and their careers 
are admittedly on a long sus- 
tained upward swing. 

The rapid turnover in stars of 
the silent days of motion pic- 
tures, has slowed perceptibly 
since sound came along to give 
new life and variety to the roles 
the actors play. 

Errol started like a skyrocket, 
with a great swath in his first 
picture of importance, “Captain 
Blood” and he has remained a 
box office champion in Holly- 
wood ever since, a star career 
of more than 13 years. 

Ann had a little slower be- 
ginning and considers her real 
success as starting with “Kings 
Row,” completed and shown to 
the public some seven years ago. 

The five year curse hasn’t, in 
fact, affected many of the 
screen’s best box office attrac- 
tions of today. Bette Davis has 
been a perennial award and box 
office winner since the early 
1930s. Humphrey Bogart, has 
been in the chips Hollywood- 
wise for more than twelve years. 

A careful selection of roles 
and an occasional change of pace 
for both Flynn and Miss Sheri- 
dan, have added greatly to this 
long life as top stars. 

“Silver River,” is an open air 
Western drama of the Mother- 
lode discovery not long after the 
Civil War. It gives both Miss 
Sheridan and Mr. Flynn a 
chance to emote in costume, be- 
coming costumes, in a_ story 
which has spectacular settings 
and an unusual amount of vi- 
olent action. 

“Silver River” is new, im- 
pressive evidence that the 
“curse of Hollywood” no longer 
needs to be dreaded by actors 
who keep up with the times.

Bruce Bennett is one actor 
whom most screen story writers 
seem to want to eliminate be- 
fore the picture is finished. 

Bruce himself is beginning to 
wonder if he may not have been 
“marked” by his first Warner 
Bros. screen role—in which he 
played Joan Crawford’s dis- 
carded husband in ‘Mildred 
Pierce.” Bennett, it seems, is 
most often cast as the man who 
stands in the way of a happy 
ending for the picture in which 
he appears. Miss Crawford had 
to divorce him in “Mildred 
Pierce” before she could start 
her restaurant and go on to her 
other thrilling adventures. 

Bennett got in Bette Davis’ 
way when, as the honest one of 
twin sisters in “A Stolen Life” 
she was trying to patch up her 
broken romance with Glenn 
Ford.

nett played the man who com- 


plicates the love affair between 
Humphrey Bogart and Lauren 
Bacall.

In this Errol 
Flynn-Ann Sheridan epic, Ben- 
nett is Ann’s husband and the 
beautiful lady and Mr. Flynn 
have no chance at romance until 
he is eliminated for good.

Pioneer Robber Barons

Silver! Mountains of it! 

Boom towns... bonanza runs 

. men fought for it... men 
died over it... fortunes piled 
up overnight and dwindled away 
the next day. The West beck- 
oned... ! 

The years following the Civil 
War accelerated man’s conquest 
of the silver mines of the Far 
West, and it is against this mo- 
mentous panorama that Warner 
Bros. have produced an epic film, 
“Silver River’, co-starring Er- 
rol Flynn and Ann Sheridan. 

It is a stirring chapter of 
American history which is cap- 
tured in this blazing drama. The 
free coinage of silver has been 
a popular proposal in the United 
States from the time of the Civil 
War, and it was a major politi- 
cal issue in the last quarter of 
the 19th century. 

The hard times of 1873 brought

advocacy of cheap money to the 
fore for the first time after the 
Civil War. The result of this 
was the Greenback Party which 
flourished in the 1876 and 1878 
campaigns.

This was the period when pio- 
neer promoters flooded the 
plains, using their fists as much 
as their brains. However it is 
claimed that America owes a 
great debt to the robber barons 
of early days, who in their life- 
times grabbed great wealth for 
themselves, but in so doing, built 
up America. It is this historical 
aura which surrounds the pic- 
ture, “Silver River.”

ANN SHERIDAN 
WON CONTEST 
AND STARDOM 


Ann Sheridan’s lucky number 
came up once, and it brought 
her to Hollywood and fame as 
one of the 30 winners in a beau- 
ty contest. But, if she had it 
to do over again she wouldn’t 
even be in the drawing. 

She has, she’d like it under- 
stood, nothing Against beauty 
contests per se. It’s the prize 
she objects to. 

“Tt’s usually a trip to Holly- 
woced,” she explains, ‘‘which to 
the great disappointment of the 
winner, turns out to be just 
that.” 

Unlike many others who came 
to the film city by this route, 
Ann Sheridan has gone on to 
become a top motion picture 
star. Currently she is playing 
opposite Errol Flynn in War- 
ner Bros.’ “Silver River,” due 
next Friday at the Strand. And 
it isn’t that she doesn’t like 
where she is—it is just that if 
she had it to do over again, 
she’d choose an easier way than 
a beauty contest. 

“The fault of beauty contests,” 
and she speaks from experience, 
“is that the winners believe that 
they have won a chance at an 
acting career. They soon learn 
that this is far from true. Even 
if it were the big chance, they’ve 
had no training. Added to this, 
directors have a_ subconscious 
resistance to crediting these ‘in- 
terlopers’ with even latent abil- 
ity. The result too often is heart 
break.” 

The record of the winners in 
the contest which brought Ann 
Sheridan to motion pictures, is 
proof of this contention. Of the 


30 youngsters" (15> girls, 15 boysy~ 


singled out by a studio in its 
“Search for Beauty,” she is the 
only one who reached stardom, 
or who is active in pictures to- 
day. 

“It’s fine to have a trip to 
Hollywood, but it is even better 
if the traveler has had dramatic 
training—that is, of course, if 
acting is the goal.” 


ERROL FLYNN SET 
FOR WORLD JAUNT 


From here on out until Errol 
Flynn is hoary with age, he 
hopes to shake the glitter of 
Hollywood from his heels be- 
tween each film assignment, for 
the very modest purpose of ex- 
ploring the world. But really 
looking at it—not flying over it. 

“Take it in short easy jaunts,” 
he says. ‘‘There’s so much of it 
I haven’t seen yet, some I’d like 
to visit again. So many travel- 
lers miss so very much along 
the way. The idea should be 
not to set any place, or even to 
get back where one started from, 
as a goal. I figure that it will 
take me about 365 years to do 
what I want to do the way I 
want to do it. 

Flynn expects to do his travel- 
ing to other lands aboard his 
118-foot schooner, the Zaca. A 
cruise to Africa and a safari 
into the jungle is next on his 
agenda. The star’s latest Warn- 
er Bros.’ film, “Silver River,” is 
now ready for early showing at 
the Strand Theatre.

For students of costume de- 
sign, Ann Sheridan’s wardrobe 
in Warner Bros.’ “Silver River,” 
coming soon to the Strand Thea- 
tre, which covers the period 
from 1865 to 1872, is historically 
correct.
